Tip  foils  speech  request 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President  Reagan 
asked  Monday  to  address  the  House  on  the  eve  of 
its  vote  on  his  request  for  aid  to  Nicaraguan  rebels. 
However,  House  Speaker  Thomas  P.  “Tip”  O’Neill 
Jr.  denied  the  request,  saying  it  would  be  an  “un¬ 
orthodox  procedure,”  virtually  unprecedented  in 
peacetime. 

Presidential  spokesman  Larry  Speakes  said 
Reagan  was  “deeply  disappointed”  that  he  would 
not  be  accorded  the  opportunity  to  make  a  final 
appeal  for  his  $100  million  aid  package,  scheduled 
for  a  House  vote  Wednesday. 

Speakes  said  White  House  chief  of  staff  Donald 
T.  Regan  had  called  O’Neill  Monday  afternoon  to 
ask  if  the  president  might  deliver  a  speech  to  the 
chamber  Tuesday  before  leaving  for  a  speech  in  Las 
Vegas  and  a  week’s  vacation  at  his  California  ranch. 

O’Neill  offered  the  president  an  opportunity  to 
appear  before  a  joint  session  of  Congress,  which  he 
said  would  be  more  appropriate.  The  speaker  said 


that  in  so  doing,  he  was  continuing  “my  practice  of 
supporting  any  presidential  request  to  address  a 
joint  session  of  the  Congress.  ...  I  offered  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan  the  opportunity  to  do  so  tomorrow 
(Tuesday),  just  as  I  have  done  upon  every  such 
presidential  request.  .  .  . 

“I  was  told  by  Mr.  Reagan  that  the  White  House 
did  not  want  the  president  to  address  a  joint  ses¬ 
sion,  that  the  White  House  wants  the  president  to 
appear  before  a  regular  meeting  of  the  House,”  the 
statement  added.  “In  1969,  President  Nixon 
appeared  sequentially  before  both  Houses  on  the 
eve  of  the  Vietnam  War  protests  to  thank  members 
for  supporting  his  conduct  on  the  war. 

“Having  the  president  appear  before  only  one 
House  to  lobby  for  a  legislative  proposal  would  be 
unprecedented,”  O’Neill  said.  “The  only  justifica¬ 
tion  for  such  an  unorthodox  procedure  would  be  if 
the  president  would  use  the  occasion  to  participate 
in  open  dialogue  with  members  of  the  body.  A  for¬ 


mal  address  should  properly  be  made  before  a  joint 
session. 

“My  offer  for  a  joint  session  remains  open,”  he 
said.  “On  Wednesday,  the  House  votes  on  Contra 
aid  for  the  third  time  this  year.  If  the  House  passes 
.  Contra  aid  in  any  form,  the  Senate  will  have  to  act 
on  the  matter.  Since  future  congressional  action 
must  occur  in  both  houses,  I  believe  that  the  proper 
forum  for  an  address  is  the  traditional  joint  ses¬ 
sion.” 

Presidential  addresses  to  a  single  house  of  the 
Congress  are  extremely  rare.  Speakes  said  his  re¬ 
search  showed  only  a  half-dozen  or  so  cases  in  which 
a  president  had  gone  before  the  House.  Most  of  the 
cases  he  cited  involved  cases  in  which  U.S.  troops 
were  in  combat. 

The  House  vote  on  aid  to  the  rebel  counter¬ 
revolutionaries  known  as  Contras  is  expected  to  be 
very  close.  Speakes  said  Monday  the  White  House 
was  still  a  few  votes  short  of  victory. 


Prosecutors  drop  charges 

South  Africa  treason  trial  collapses 


JOHANNESBURG,  South  Africa  (AP)  —  Pro¬ 
secutors  dropped  charges  Monday  against  the  last 
four  defendants  in  a  treason  case,  without  explana¬ 
tion. 

Sixteen  anti-apartheid  activists  originally  were 
charged  in  the  case,  and  Monday’s  action  appeared 
to  mark  the  total  collapse  of  the  case. 

Michael  Imber,  Natal  attorney  general,  gave  no 
reason  for  dropping  charges  against  Thozimile 
Gqweta,  president  of  the  South  African  Allied 
Workers  Union,  and  union  leaders  Sisa  Njikaleni, 
Sam  Kikini  and  Isaac  Ngcobo. 

They  were  accused  of  high  treason  for  allegedy 
furthering  the  African  National  Congress  guerrilla 
campaign  against  President  P.W.  Botha’s  govern¬ 
ment. 

The  treason  trial  began  in  October  in  Pietermar¬ 
itzburg  in  Natal  province.  Charges  were  dropped  in 
November  against  the  12  other  activists  arrested  in 


May  1985,  including  top  leaders  of  the  United 
Democratic  Front  anti-apartheid  coalition. 

In  other  actions  Monday: 

—  The  government  said  two  unexploded  land 
mines  were  found  on  rural  roads. 

—  A  pro-government  newspaper  said  the  nation¬ 
wide  state  of  emergency  imposed  June  12  will  con¬ 
tinue,  although  tough  new  security  laws  have  been 
approved  and  President  Botha  is  expected  to  sign 
them  into  law  this  week. 

—  Newsweek  correspondent  Richard  Manning 
was  told  to  leave  South  Africa.  He  was  the  second 

>reign  journalist  ordered  out  under  the 
emergency. 

—  An  Anglican  priest  in  a  white  parish  said  he 
faces  prosecution  if  he  does  not  evict  blacks  who 
took  refuge  in  his  church  after  their  shacks  were 
burned  down  at  the  Crossroads  squatter  camp  out¬ 


side  Cape  Town. 

—  Two  blacks  were  burned  to  death  by  other 
blacks,  raising  to  57  the  number  of  people  killed 
since  the  emergency  declaration,  the  Bureau  of 
Information  reported  Monday.  More  than  1,800 
people  have  been  killed  in  nearly  two  years  of  racial 
violence. 

The  Bureau  of  Information,  the  only  source  of 
official  data  under  the  emergency,  said  the  mines 
were  found  Sunday  on  farm  roads  in  northern  Natal 
and  detonated  safely  by  bomb  experts. 

In  Johannesburg,  the  Citizen  newspaper  said 
officials  feel  unrest  has  diminished  under  the 
emergency  and  it  should  be  continued  indefinitely. 
It  attributed  the  report  to  government  sources  it 
did  not  name. 

Manning,  an  American,  apparently  was  ordered 
to  leave  because  of  a  Newsweek  cover  story  called 
“South  Africa’s  Civil  War.”

Rally  debates  fair  trade  legislation

More  than  100  industry-minded  people  cheered 
at  the  prospect  of  alternative  solutions  to  closing 
Geneva  Steel  during  a  rally  for  “Save  American 
Industry  and  Jobs  Day”  in  Orem. 

The  U.S.  government  shopping  at  home  and  the 
Fair  Trade  Act  —  which  is  currently  waiting  Sen-" 
ate  approval — were  two  of  the  topics  discussed  at  a 
Saturday  rally  in  Orem. 

The  Fair  Trade  Act,  passed  by  the  House  of 
Representatives  and  now  awaiting  Senate  approv¬ 
al,  would  allow  U.S.  industry  to  compete  in  the 
international  market.  Sen.  Jake  Gam  said  although 
he  thinks  the  present  bill  is  a  poorly  written  one, 
something  is  needed  to  make  the  competition  fair. 

University  of  Utah  professor,  Garth  Mangum, 
referred  to  himself  as  a  skunk  at  a  picnic  because 
nobody  really  wanted  to  hear  the  economic  view. 
Mangum’s  comments — fair  trade  will  only  mean 
higher  prices  for  American  consumers  and  will  low¬ 
er  the  standard  of  living  here  — were  booed. 

BYU  professor,  Warner  Woodworth,  said  dur¬ 
ing  the  panel  discussion,  “U.S.  Steel  is  assuring 
Korean  jobs.  It’s  unfair,  unjust  and  dangerous  to 
us. 

“Congress  doesn’t  want  to  start  a  trade  war,  but 
the  war  has  already  started.  And  it’s  on  American 
soil.  It’s  our  communities  that  will  be  lost,”  said 
Woodworth. 

Members  of  Congress,  also  on  the  panel,  included 
Sen.  Jake  Garn,  Rep.  Howard  Nielson,  and  Sen. 
Orrin  Hatch.  In  his  opening  comments,  Garn  said 
he  had  recently  been  to  Detroit  to  discuss  the  loss  of 
American  jobs  to  the  increased  sales  of  foreign 
imports. 

“After  listening  to  the  workers  moan  about  being 
put  out  of  a  job,  I  was  surprised  to  see  the  parking 
lot  was  full  of  imported  cars,”  said  Gam. 

He  called  for  Americans  to  be  more  nationalistic,

Other 
activities  of  the  rally  included  a  televised  hook-up 
which  originated  in  Washington,  D.C.,  and  joined 
Orem  with  nearly  100  other  areas  which  were  hold¬ 
ing  similar  rallies.

Boss  can  legally  fire 
employee  with  AIDS 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Jus¬ 
tice  Department  concluded  that  an 
employer  can  dismiss  a  person  suffer¬ 
ing  from  AIDS  merely  by  voicing  fear 
that  the  disease  will  spread  in  the 
workplace.  According  to  this  deci¬ 
sion,  such  action  will  not  violate  a  law 
prohibiting  discrimination  against  the 
handicapped. 

An  AIDS-infected  worker  would 
have  no  legal  recourse  or  avenue  of 
redress  under  the  Rehabilitation  Act 
of  1973  if  the  employer  used  fear  of 
contagion  as  a  pretext  to  discrimina- 
torily  fire,  transfer  or  demote  the 
worker,  the  Office  of  Legal  Counsel 
said  in  a  49-page  opinion. 

Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation 
Act  prohibits  discrimination  on  the 
basis  of  handicap  in  any  program  or 
activity  that  receives  federal  financial 
assistance. 

The  opinion  made  public  Monday 
said  that  section  “simply  does  not 
reach  decisions  based  on  fear  of  conta¬ 
gion  —  whether  reasonable  or  not  — 
so  as  long  as  it  is  not  in  truth  a  pretext 
for  discrimination  on  account  of  hand¬ 
icap.” 

The  opinion  was  written  by  Assis¬ 
tant  Attorney  General  Charles  J. 
Cooper,  who  heads  the  Office  of  Legal 
Counsel,  a  division  of  the  Justice  De¬ 
partment. 

Jeff  Levi,  executive  director  of  the 
National  Gay  and  Lesbian  Task 
Force,  which  has  7,000  members, 
said:  “The  decision  seems  to  be  based 
on  politics  and  fear,  not  on  good  law  or 
good  public  health. 

“The  Public  Health  Service  says 
that  AIDS  is  not  transmittable 
through  casual  contact  or  in  the  work¬ 


place,”  Levi  said. 

If  a  person  is  dismissed  from  a  job 
or  excluded  from  a  federal  program 
solely  because  he  suffers  from  the 
effects  of  AIDS,  his  dismissal  would 
be  illegal  —  if  he  is  otherwise  qual¬ 
ified  for  the  position,  said  the  opinion 
signed  Friday.

“So 
under  the  circumstances,  we’d  just  as  soon  he  leave  if  he  wants  to  leave.” 

;  He  added,  however,  that  no  other  nation  had  agreed  to  take  Marcos,  who 
fled  to  Hawaii  on  Feb.  26  after  20  years  as  president  of  the  Philippines. 

|  Shultz  did  not  respond  directly  to  a  weekend  report  in  the  Baltimore  Sun 
that  Marcos  had  been  asked  to  leave  U.S.  territory.

2  execution. 

The  bid  for  a  stay  was  filed  with  Dade  County  Circuit  Judge  Edward 
Cowart,  who  sentenced.Bundy,  39,  to  die  in  the  electric  chair  for  a  brutal  Jan. 
15, 1978,  rampage  through  a  Tallahassee  sorority  that  left  two  coeds  dead  and 
two  other  sorority  sisters,  plus  a  woman  in  a  nearby  apartment,  badly  injured. 

|  “We’re  asking  for  a  stay  of  execution  so  that  we  can  proceed  (with  a  new 
appeal  of  his  convictions),”  attorney  James  Coleman  said  by  telephone  from 
Washington.

|  NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Lawyer  Roy  M.  Cohn,  whose  career  has  taken  him 
from  the  Senate  floor  as  a  key  aide  to  communist-hunting  Sen.  Joseph  McCar- 
’iy  to  the  side  of  mobsters  over  four  decades,  was  disbarred  Monday. 

The  order  was  handed  down  by  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  state  Supreme

record,  we  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  all  four  charges  should  be  sus¬ 
tained,  and  that  respondent  should  be  disbarred.” 
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Excedrin  poison 
from  same  batch 

SEATTLE  (AP)  —  The  cyanide 
that  killed  two  residents  of  Auburn 
who  swallowed  Extra-Strength  Ex¬ 
cedrin  capsules  came  from  the  same 
batch  of  ppoisonbut  was  different 
from  the  cyanide  used  in  other 
tampering  cases,  federal  authorities 
said  Monday. 

Food  and  Drug  Administration 
spokeswoman  Susan  Hutchcroft  said 
tests  on  the  poison  were  continuing  at 
the  FDA’s  heavy  metals  laboratory  in 
Cincinnati. 

Cyanide  is  blamed  for  the  deaths 
this  month  of  Sue  Snow,  40,  and 
Bruce  Nickell,  52,  who  lived  a  few 
miles  apart  in  Auburn,  a  suburb  south 
of  Seattle. 

The  FDA  has  warned  against  use  of 
all  Extra-Strength  Excedrin  cap¬ 
sules,  and  Bristol-Myers,  manufac¬ 
turer  of  the  painkiller,  has  recalled  all 
non-prescription  capsule  products, 
including  Datril,  Bufferin  and  Com- 
trex.

Cullimore  said  while  teaching  Zoology  at  BYU, 
he  realized  there  was  a  strong  need  for  students  to 
receive  health  care. 

“We  started  the  center  in  a  room  next  to  my 
zoology  classroom.  Students  came  in  for  all  types  of 
problems.  Some  were  sick  and  others  wanted  to 
talk  to  someone.” 

Soon,  his  wife  camein  to  help.  The  program  came 
under  the  close  scrutiny  of  the  State  Department  of 
Health  who  believed  “the  whole  thing  was  a  bit 
irregular.” 

“After  their  inspection,  they  gave  me  their  full 
support  and  began  recommending  health  centers 
be  established  at  other  colleges  in  the  state,”  said 
Cullimore. 

Wahlen  was  a  medical  corpsman  working  at  the 
Balboa  Naval  Hospital  in  Calif.,  before  volunteer¬ 
ing  for  the  Fleet  Marine  Force,  considered  suicidal 
by  medics  because  the  enemy  had  a  reputation  for 


shooting  them  first  to  hurt  U.S.  morale. 

“Painfully  wounded  in  the  bitter  action  on  F ebur- 
ary  26,  Wahlenremained  on  the  battle  front, 
advancing  well  forward  of  the  front  lines  to  aid  a 
wounded  marine  and  carry  him  back  to  safety  de¬ 
spite  a  terrific  concentration  of  fire,”  wrote  Pres. 
Harry  Truman  in  a  commendation. 

He  cited  Wahlen  for  going  above  and  beyond  the 
call  of  duty  in  action  against  enemy  J apanese  forces 
on  I  wo  Jima. 

“I  had  to  make  a  lot  of  decisions  during  the  time 
on  Iwo.  One  thing  I  remember  is  that  nobody  said 
our  job  was  to  take  care  of  men  only  if  it  was  safe. 
Each  of  us  had  to  decide  on  our  own  if  we  wanted  to 
take  the  risk,”  he  said. 

Wahlen  said  that  duty  on  Iwo  was  like  shaking 
hands  with  death.  Only  three  men  out  of  the  240 
men  in  Wahlen’s  company,  returned  uninjured 
from  the  island.

'Pageant  of  the  Arts'  comes  to  life

It’s  a  command  performance  Utahns  have  been 
enjoying  for  14  years. 

The  Utah  Pageant  of  the  Arts  brings  the  magic  of 
art — whether  painting,  sculpture,  or  tapestry — to 
life  on  stage. 

“We  take  well-known  artworks  arid  reproduce 
them  on  stage.  The  French  call  it  ‘tableau  vivant,’ 
or  living  pictures,”  said  Betty  G.  Spencer,  public 
relations  director  and  scriptwriter  for  the  pageant 
since  it’s  inception. 

It  all  started  with  the  American  Fork  Cultural 
Development  Committee  to  Laguana  Beach,  Ca . , 
almost  15  years  ago. 

“Living  Art”  was  originally  created  by  the 
Pageant  of  the  Mastes  in  Laugana  Beach,  and  they 
shared  their  ideas  with  the  Utah  group. 

The  Pageant  cost  approximately  $127,000  to  put 
on  this  year. 

“We  get  most  of  our  money  from  the  ticket  sales 
and  a  small  grant  of  $3,600  from  the  Utah  Arts 
Council,”  said  Spencer. 

“All  the  proceeds  go  back  into  the  program.” 

The  pageant  has  only  one  full-time  employee. 

Spencer  said  the  pageant  started  with  only  .15 
exhibits  and  now  produces  64  exhibits. 

Each  performance  requires  85  volunteers,  not 
counting  the  back-stage  hands. 

.  Each  position  is  triple-cast,  so  each  performer 
appears  in  approximately  10  to  12  performances, 
said  Spencer. 

“The  part  I  enjoy  the  most  is  finding  out  why  the 
artist  wanted  to  do  a  particular  painting  or  sculp¬ 
ture.” 

Several  favorites  from  the  past  are  reproduced 
again  this  year,  including  “Old  Swimming  Hole,” 
“Orpheus,”  “Wedgewood  Buckles,”  “Ministering 
Angel”  and  “Beginnings,”  a  painting  depicting  two 
little  girls  preparing  for  life. 

Popular  figures  from  the  Hummel  Collection  and 
a  group  of  Royal  Doulton  porcelain  figures  are  also 
expertly  copied  and  reproduced  for  Utah  audi¬ 
ences.

This  is  the  first  time  in  several  years  that  BYU 
has  had  a  rodeo  team.  “In  the  past  BYU  was  really 
a  national  powerhouse.  The  team  has  never  won 
nationals  but  we’ve  always  had  individual  win¬ 
ners,”  said  Neilson. 

In  order  for  a  contestant  to  compete  in  National 
Competition  the  team  he  or  she  rodeos  for  must 
take  either  first  or  second  in  their  region.  The  top 
two  individuals  in  each  event  are  also  eligible  to  go 
to  nationals  if  their  team  doesn’t  qualify. 

Blake  Neilson  was  able  to  go  to  Nationals  be¬ 
cause  he  served  as  student  director.  Leslie  Nelson; 
however,  won  first  place  in  this  region  in  barrel 
racing  competing  against  schools  such  as  Weber 
State  University,  Utah  State  University  and  eight 
others, 


In  college  rodeo  the  contestant’s  top  five  rodeos 
are  averaged  together  to  determine  the  winners  of 
the  region.  Due  to  some  injuries  to  her  horse,  Nel¬ 
son  was  forced  to  pull  out  of  two  rodeos  this  season. 

Although  Nelson  has  been  riding  horses  since  she 
was  10,  she  didn’t  start  to  rodeo  until  she  was  17, 
Her  first  experience  in  the  rodeo  arena  was  to  be 
crowned  queen. 

“The  thrill  of  riding  around  the  arena  carrying 
the  flag'while  they  play  the  national  anthem  gets  in 
your  blood,”  said  Nelson.

Dietetic  Association,  reported  a  sig¬ 
nificant  weight  loss  over  two  years  for 
17  children  age  2  to  5  who  took  part  in 
his  weight  control  program. 

All  the  youngsters  were  obese,  or 
more  than  20  percent  over  the  ideal 
weight  for  their  age,  height  and  sex. 
About  a  third  of  all  children  and  half  of 
all  adults  in  the  United  States  fit  that 
bill,  according  to  Epstein. 

In  a  Yive-year  follow-up  of  6  to  12-  - 
year-olds' WWt  yet  published,  Epstein 
found  obese  children  were  better  able 
to  keep  weight  off  if  their  parents 
joined  them  in  dieting  and  exercising. 

Leona  Shapiro,  a  research  nutri¬ 
tionist  at  the  University  of  California 
at  Berkeley,  says  her  own  studies  in¬ 
dicate  that  obese  infants  rarely  be¬ 
come  obese  children  but  that  obese 
children  often  become  obese  teen¬ 
agers. 

“As  he  looked  at  total  lifestyle,”  she 
says,  referring  to  Epstein’s  study, 
“he  looked  at  total  family  involve¬ 
ment,  too.  And  that’s  important,  not 
only  food.” 

One  welcome  gain  is  an  improved 
self-image.  “The  kids  have  bad  self- 
concepts,”  he  says.  After  losing 
weight,  however,  “they’re  happier.”

YELLOWSTONE  NATIONAL  PARK,  Wyo.  (AP)  — 
Yellowstone  National  Park  officials  say  they  have  not  had 
a  problem  with  airplanes  flying  over  the  park  in  Wyoming, 
Montana  and  Idaho. 

Airplanes  and  helicopter  tours  are  less  common  over 
Yellowstone  than  over  the  Grand  Canyon,  where  an  air¬ 
plane  and  a  helicopter  collided  in  air  last  week,  killing  25 
people. 

Flights  over  Yellowstone  are  subject  to  the  same  rules 
imposed  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  over 
Grand  Canyon  airspace,  Yellowstone  spokesman  Greg 
Kroll  said  last  week. 


The  FAA  asks  fixed-  and  rotary-winged  aircraft  to  stay 
at  least  2,000  feet  above  natural  features  in  Yellowstone, 
and  most  aircraft  comply  with  that  request,  Kroll  said. 

“To  this  point,  overflights  have  not  been  a  problem  (in 
Yellowstone,)”  Kroll  said. 

The  biggest  potential  for  problems  in  Yellowstone  com¬ 
es  from  filmmakers  who  want  to  dip  below  2,000  feet  to 
film  natural  attractions,  Kroll  said. 

The  park  gets  two  or  three  requests  a  summer  from 
filmmakers  and  generally  grants  the  special  exceptions, 
he  said.  Filmmakers  still  must  observe  the  500-foot  limit 
that  is  imposed  by  the  FAA  over  other  open  spaces.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Five 
people  died  and  one  was  critically  in¬ 
jured  in  weekend  highway  accidents 
in  four  counties,  officials  say.

In  Salt  Lake  County,  a  24-year-old 
Salt  Lake  City  woman  was  killed  ear¬ 
ly  Sunday  when  her  four-wheel-drive 
Jeep  skidded  off  the  road  and  rolled  in 
thick  underbrush  about  one-half  mile 
west  of  Snowbird. 

Salt  Lake  County  Sheriffs  Deputy 
Bob  Petersen  said  Tina  M.  Clark  was 
transported  from  the  accident  scene 
to  Alta  View  Hospital,  where  she  was 
pronounced  dead  on  arrival.

“Three  presidents  have  referred 
to  the  Tabernacle  Choir  as  a  nation¬ 
al  institution.

The  Choir  will  sing  “An  Amer¬ 
ican  Tribute”  and  “This  is  My 
Country.” 

On  July  4,  they  will  appear  at  the 
Freedom  Festival  in  Provo.  Ottley 
said  the  Choir  will  use  a  pre¬ 
recorded  orchestral  track  and  sing 
live  with  it  to  ensure  good  sound. 

They  will  sing  “God  Bless  Amer¬ 
ica,”  “American  Tribute,”  a  medley 
of  five  songs,  selections  from  new 
material  written  for  this  year  from 
a  larger  work  called  “Liberty,” 
“Battle  Hymn  of  the  Republic,”  and 
“America  the  Beautiful.”

Mayor  of  Paris  unveils 
bronze  Liberty  replica 


PARIS  (AP)  —  A  52-foot  replica  of  the  Statue  of  Liber¬ 
ty,  restored  to  shiny  health  after  a  century  of  corrosion 
and  war  wounds,  was  unveiled  Monday  by  Premier  Jac¬ 
ques  Chirac,  accompanied  by  military  bands  and  cheered 
by  Parisiens  lining  the  banks  of  the  River  Seine. 

From  a  boat  moored  in  the  river,  Chirac  pulled  a  cord 
removing  giant  French  and  American  flags  draped  around 
the  statue,  which  faces  West  toward  the  New  World  from 
the  tip  of  the  lie  aux  Cygnes  —  Isle  of  Swans  —down¬ 
stream  from  the  Eiffel  Tower. 

The  bronze  statue  was  a  gift  from  Americans  in  Paris  in 
1885,  one  year  before  her  more  famous  sister  was  placed 
on  her  pedestal  in  New  York  Harbor.  The  Paris  statue 
suffered  much  the  same  kind  of  age  and  weather  damage 
as  New  York’s  Miss  Liberty,  which  was  a  gift  from 
France. 

The  Paris  statue,  which  is  about  one-third  the  size  of  the 
New  York  one,  also  had  a  big  gash  in  the  right  shoulder, 
apparently  caused  by  a  stray  shell  during  World  War  II. 

French  officials  are  taking  every  opportunity  to  empha¬ 
size  France’s  historic  ties  to  the  monumental  statue  and  to 
the  American  Revolution,  partly  in  an  effort  to  soothe 
resentment  felt  in  the  United  States  when  France  refused 
passage  to  American  fighter  planes  on  their  way  to  attack 
Libya  last  April  15. 

President  Francois  Mitterrand  is  going  to  New  Y ork  for 


next  week’s  ceremonies,  which  will  be  followed  by  a 
French-sponsored  Festival  of  Libety  starring  the  Paris 
Opera  Ballet  and  tightrope  walker  Philippe  Petit,  among 
others. 

Chirac,  who  serves  as  mayor  of  France’s  capital  city  as 
well  as  premier  of  the  national  government,  said  in  a 
speech  at  City  Hall  that  Liberty’s  centennial  “provides  us 
once  again  with  the  opportunity  to  recall  the  exceptional 
bonds  which  unite  us.” 

.U.S.  Ambassador  Joe  M.  Rodgers,  said  the  Statue  of 
Liberty  celebrations  were  well-timed  to  replace  memories 
of  recent  differences  between  France  and  the  United 
States  with  recollections  of  past  connections. 

“We  couldn’t  have  had  this  celebration  at  a  better  time,” 
he  said.  “Remembering  our  friendship,  remembering  how 
the  French  assisted  us  in  our  revolution,  remembering 
how  we  assisted  the  French  in  two  world  wars  —  we  lost 
blood  together  three  times  defending  freedom  —  that’s  all 
really  important.  So  I  think  this  will  help,”  Rodgers  said. 

The  Paris  replica,  one  of  many  versions  of  sculptor 
Frederic  Auguste  Bartholdi’s  giant  creation  erected 
around  France,  carries  a  book  in  her  right  arm  with  gold 
inscriptions  showing  the  dates  July  4,  1776  —  same  as  on 
the  Miss  Liberty  in  New  York  Harbor  —  and  July  14, 
1779,  marking  the  storming  of  the  Bastille,  the  key  date  in 
the  French  Revolution.

Judge:  cruel  to  sustain 
life  wracked  with  pain 


TOMS  RIVER,  N.J.  (AP)  —  A 
judge  ruled  Monday  that  a  terminally 
ill,  37-year-old  woman  can  be  discon¬ 
nected  from  a  respirator,  as  she  has 
requested,  because  it  would  be  cruel 
to  sustain  a  life  “so  wracked  with 
pain.” 

Superior  Court  Judge  Henry  H. 
Wiley  issued  his  decision  after  hear¬ 
ing  arguments  in  the  case  of  Kathleen 
Farrell,  who  has  Lou  Gehrig’s  disease 
and  has  said  through  her  husband 
she  is  concerned  about  the  effect  her 
illness  is  having  on  him  and  their  two 
teen-age  children. 

Wiley  stayed  any  action  in  the  case 
pending  appeals,  and  an  attorney 
appointed  by  the  judge  to  represent 
the  interests  of  the  children,  John 
Gerson,  said  he  will  file  an  appeal  with 
the  New  Jersey  Supreme  Court  on 
Tuesday. 

Mrs.  Farrell,  who  learned  three 
years  ago  that  she  was  dying,  was 
mentally  competent  to  decide 
whether  to  continue  her  life,  Wiley 
said. 

“It  would  really  be  adding  insult  to 
injury”  to  force  her  to  continue  a  life 
“so  poor  so  minimal  and  so  wracked 
with  pain,”  the  judge  said. 

Earlier  Monday,  Mrs.  Farrell’s 
husband,  Francis,  told  the  judge  she 
had  vowed  not  to  die  after  she  learned 
she  had  the  disease  but  when  an  ex¬ 
perimental  treatment  program  for 
her  was  stopped  in  November,  “she 


told  me  she  was  going  to  die.’ 

“She  made  the  decision  on  her  own 
free  will,”  he  testified. 

Farrell,  37,  had  asked  Wiley  to 
appoint  him  as  a  special  medical  guar¬ 
dian  with  the  authority  to  disconnect 
the  respirator. 

Farrell  also  sought  a .  declaration 
that  his  wife  is  mentally  competent  to 
decide  whether  her  treatment  should 
be  continued,  and  that  if  she  should 
die  as  a  result  of  withholding  treat¬ 
ment,  he  and  anyone  who  helps  him 
be  exempt  from  criminal  or  civil 
liability. 

Farrell  has  said  his  wife  is  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  effect  her  illness  is 
having  on  him  and  their  two  teen-age

Wiley  visited  Mrs.  Farrell  last 
week  after  her  husband’s  attorney, 
Joseph  Purrazzella,  filed  the  court 
complaint. 

Her  physician,  Dr.  John  Pino,  esti¬ 
mated  she  will  not  live  anoher  six  to 
12  months  if  her  current  care  is  con¬ 
tinued.  He  said  there  is  no  chance  she 
will  recover.  She  lost  her  ability  to 
swallow  several  weeks  ago. 

Pino,  who  has  refused  to  disconnect 
the  respirator,  testified  she  would 
suffocate  if  the  device  is  removed  and 
that  death  might  be  painful.  He 
added,  however,  that  he  has  agreed 
to  try  to  relieve  any  suffering  in  the 
event  she  is  removed  from  the  equip¬ 
ment.

Parents  urged  to  get 
children  immunized 


Utah  Department  of  Health  offi¬ 
cials  strongly  urge  parents  to  take 
advantage  of  vaccination  services  and 
protect  their  children  from  vaccine 
preventable  diseases. 

The  Utah  School  Immunization 
Act,  enacted  in  1982,  requires  that 
students  in  kindergarten  through 
twelfth  grade  and  children  attending 
licensed  child  care  facilities  must  be 
immunized  against  seven  childhood 
diseases  before  attending.  Exemp¬ 
tions  may  be  allowed  for  medical,  reli¬ 
gious  or  personal  reasons. 

According  to  the  Department  of 
Health,  the  adoption  of  school  im¬ 
munization  laws,  probably  more  than 
any  other  factor,  has  been  responsible 
for  the  dramatic  improvement  in  im¬ 
munization  levels  and  decline  in  child¬ 
hood  diseases. 

In  1985-86,  93.8  percent  of  Utah’s 
kindergarten  students  were  fully  im¬ 
munized.  This  represents  a  decline 


from  last  year’s  94.3  percent.  The 
minimum  goal  nationally  is  95  per¬ 
cent. 

Recent  adverse  publicity  regarding 
reaction  associated  with  DPT  (Diph¬ 
theria,  Pertussis  and  Tetanus)  vac¬ 
cine  may  have  contributed  to  the  low¬ 
er  immunization  levels  and  the 
largest  outbreak  of  pertussis  (whoop¬ 
ing  cough)  in  Utah  since  1964.  In 
1985,  60  cases  of  pertussis  were  re¬ 
ported  in  Utah,  compared  with  only 
seven  in  1984. 

The  American  Academy  of  Pediat¬ 
rics  and  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Ser¬ 
vices  Immunization  Practices  Advis¬ 
ory  Committee  has  re-emphasized 
that  the  risk  from  pertussis  disease  is 
much  greater  than  any  risk  from  the 
vaccine.  All  medical  groups  continue 
to  strongly  recommend  DPT  vaccine 
for  all  children  under  seven  years  of 
age  who  have  no  valid  medical  reason 
for  not  receiving  it.
